Both his 
Prince and Country in fome degree put their Fare 
into his Hands, by a confidence in his Principles, 
every ftep frem that Truft, isan advance towards 
the b'ackeit Villany, to the betraying both 
Prince and Coumry. If (as it is allowed 
by all) a breach of Tru& in the meft Trivial 
cone rns, Canceis a Man’s Gentry and tanks him 


enong{t the Mob, what mutt it do in bigheft Af- 


fairs, where the Honour, Lite and Liberty, of 
bots Prince and are at ftake. Befides it 
isthe raott unaccoanable Vice, fuch can be guilty 


of ; for how can a Collonel or Caprain expect 
Gbedience from commen Soldiers, and Punith ine 
detect thereof, when they make no Scruple of be- 
ing falfe themfelves to their Prince, who has a 
divine, natural and perpetual Prerogative over 
them, whereas theirs is only conferr’d Temporary, 
and at Pleafure revok’d. And when Private Sol- 
diers can have but dark Idea’s of Honour and Due 
ty, comparative to what their Officers may be fup- 
poled to have, from the benefit of Education and 
Converfation, to brightcn their Parts and improve 
their Principles. But that the entire truft may not 
be placd in the Officers, a General is appointed, 
made choice ef as {uppos'd a Perlon of the cleareft 


Judgment, and of Principles not to be cempred by 


the preateft rewards in the Power of an Enemy to 
offer. To him-is intrufted the whoie diicipline of

Loyalty, and to punifi the Detects thereof, for

Ulutpation, nor can he wink at fuch Mildemean. 
ors in his Officers, upon any other account, bur 
from his dependance on their Affiftance therein: 
Nay, we cannot believe, thar Officers wou'd offer 
at the leaft Infringement of their Loyalty to their 
Prince, if they had not grounds to be.ieve fuch an 
Enterprize, woud be attempted by their General, 
for withoat a Notion they con’d expect nothing 
lefs than to be broke.
